Hey Ray and Ryan,
One thing that | wanted to share on Arcelor.

We continue to have a huge disagreement with them on what is considered a “release” of oil into the water body.

They are saying that because they “catch” the oil behind a weir or within the weir it is not a release. However it is at the
“end of pipe” and from my end on OPA, the NCP makes it very clear that a “threat of release” is considered a

“release”. So any oil exiting the orifice behind/infront/otherwise of the weir is a release to OPA by the NCP definitions.

When it comes to the CWA permit portion, I’'m not sure what your permit has defined as release or discharge or spill or
whatever, but | would double check and make sure they aren’t falsifying their discharge reports by answering “No” to
“Substance discharged” daily when in fact there is a discharge and it occurs with high regularity, caught in a weir or not.
